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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment adds new limitation, reciting "monitoring the media streaming to maintain the 
integrity of the trusted network", to the independent claims. However, the amended claimed limitation does not overcome the rejection 
because Gudjonsson discloses monitoring the media streaming to maintain integrity of the trusted network, for example column 27, lines 
32-35 recite "a user can monitor the status of different contact users B without the contact users B knowing that their status is being 
monitored". In other embodiments Gudjonsson discloses monitoring through authentication encryption (column 31, line 20 through 
column 32, line 5) and use of firewall (column 38, lines 33-38). Applicant fails to address the Examiner's citation in his argument's 
response of the Final Office Action (column 32, lines 27-48, emphasis added) by relying on the other hand on the abstract, and other 
citations not mentioned in the Office Action . 
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
